In response to the requirement in the Office Action dated May 11, 2005, for 
restriction to one of inventions I, n, III, Applicants elect the invention n, 
claims 9-20. This election is with traverse with respect to the requirement 
to restrict to one of the inventions II or ID. Reconsideration is requested. 

The Examiner's proffered reason for requiring the restriction between 
inventions II and IH is that inventions n and in are unrelated. The Examiner 
stated that the inventions have different effects because the method of 
assembly has the step of sealing the spaced-apart outer package 
components together using an activated sealant material, instead of 
hermetically sealing the window and the lower detector assembly together. 
In point of fact, the outer package components sealed together in claim 21, 
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in other terminology, may be the window and the lower detector assembly of 
claim 9. Furthermore, sealing such components together using an activated 
sealant material would not mean that they are not hermetically sealed, and 
the contrary is true as well. The fact that components are hermetically 
sealed doea not mean that they are not sealed using an activated sealant 
material. Therefore, it is submitted that the effects of the so-called 
inventions II and UI are not different and therefore restriction is not proper. 
Reconsideration is of this requirement is respectfully requested.
